The grout used for fluaiUng interior of water tight mXla shall be 
corapoeed of one part Portland cedent to not laore than two parts of aana, 
tnixeu with a superabundance of water to Insure tne perfect flowing of 
the grout Into-avery crevice in the walls; the iiiUlng to be done in two 
boxes ueed alternately so that the dry mortar inay iia prepared in one 
while the grout Is being run froja the other Into tae wall.

At thfi northerly end of the nam oani, and connected to the shore 
abutnent of saae, a wing dan of earth shall be built, as shown on Sheet 
fl. The entirfi body of this ©mbanlanent le on lilgher ground than the 
crest of the dam, though the Inner elope will extend ijeneath the silr- 
Xace of the water. At ordinary stages of the river this wing cannot act 
at a dao but at hl^ water it will serve as a dlKe to prevent the pass- 
age of the water around the northerly end of abutment.
